Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-13,22-36, drawn to a static amorphous memory (systems), classified in class 
365, subclass 163. 

II. Claims 14-21 , drawn to a dynamic optical rec/repr system, classified in class 369, 
subclass 13.56. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different functions, or 
different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different inventions the static 
memory area is the home for those memory systems not requiring dynamic storage and or retrieval, such 
as programmable non-volatile memory arrays used in ram/rom memory circuitry. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

4. Also, because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a separate 
status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes 
as indicated is proper. 

6. Due to the divergence of the above claimed inventions, no telephone call was made to applicant's 
representative to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement.
